Mr. Lloyd George has offered 
to release the Sinn Fein ‘‘hunger 
strikers’ from prison if the head- 
quarters of the organization will 
give an undertaking to not carry 
on a campaign of assassination 
against policemen in Ireland. 
Whatever that section of the pub- 


lie who are opposed to the Sinn| 


Fein propaganda may think of the 
offer, the condition is a perfectly 
plain one, and the alternative 
which it proposes are uneseapable. 

The chiefs of the Sinn Fein can- 
not promise that there will be no 
more murderous attacks on police- 
men in Ireland, even by members 
of their own party, but they ean 
undertake that such attacks shall 


form no part of the official pro-| 


wram of their organization, and 
live up to the pledge. This is 
what the Premier invites them to 
do; and he inferentially offers 
them the inducement that here- 
after their members shall not have 
to remain in jail unless they want 
to, since by refusing to eat they 
can gain liberty. It is doubtful if 
even Lloyd George could gain the 
sanction of nublie annroval to a 
concession that goes so far in 
direction of making obedience to 
the law a matter of option. 

Certainly whatever eruptions of 
vituperative language the Sinn 
Fein leaders may employ to ob- 
secure the choice set before them 
they cannot hone to avert the con- 
clusion to which the public at 
large will come if they refuse to 
bind themselves in the way asked. 
The consequence of such refusal 
would be to convince the public 
that such assaults upon police of- 
ficers forms part of the official 
agenda of the Sinn Fein organiz: 
tion, and a part so essential that 
it will not be given up even to 
make ‘‘hunger strike’’ the way 
out of prison. The leaders surely 
eannot be mad enough to wish to 
drive that conviction home to the 
minds of the people of England 
and Scotland.

Fox fur prices have slumped some-| 
what w-th the downfall of Royalty, in| 
Russ‘a particularly—where they were 
the Roya! fur, as ermine is in Kng- 
land—and also in A@stria and Ger- 
many. These heretofore, had provid- 
ed a steady market, but now, the de- 
mand instead of depending upon kings 
and courts, is dependent upon thé un- 
stable whims of millionaires, and the 
eccentricities of fashion. | 

To return to the shipment, however 
lft contained also a respectable pile) 
of mu&krat, a couple of splendid ot- 
ter skins, some white fox, coyote and 
|lynx, a box of ermine, and some bear 
}and wwolver'ne skins, best fu rugs. | 

Tae Lamson & Hubbard Company 
sell their furs to the trade here. They 
are a newer concern, only a few yeare 
old in Edmonton, They have a “black” 
muskrat skin there, a curmosity. It is 
la dark, b’udsh gray, and worth about 
forty dollars. Being so seldom found, 
these cannot be used for large articles 
|but make neck trimmings, or some- 
thing of tat eort. 

The Northern Trading Company, 
teo, among other curiosities, has a

| Two Million a Year 

With the periodica) variation in the 
Supply of raw furs, to say nothing of} 
the fluctuation in p?.ces from year to 
year, it is almost impossible to do} 
more than form an estimate of thé 
vaiue of the fur catch, even for one 
year. However, a fa.r valuation of the} 
pelts of fur-bearing anima‘s, passing 
through Edmonton which would not! 
only énclude practically all peits taken! 
in the Mackenzie district—would be 
{two million dollars yearly. For, 
althouga the catch for 1919 and 1920 
have been smaller than the averaxe, | 
yet the increasing prices prevailing| 
up until May of this year, would off- 
set the shortage, 

The Expected Royalty 

Before long, hoWever, the Alberta 
Government will be in possession of 
complete information of all sides of} 
the fur situation in the Province. 

Already monthly reports give the 
figures of al! furs bought and sold, 
and after the expected Order-!n-Caun- 
cil 's s'gned, placing a royalty on raw 
|furs, the department will have com- 
Plete records of all pelts imported 
and exported, as well as the prices of} 
}ajl furs bought and sold in the Pro-| 
| vince. | 
| Just what the royalty wil! be is as) 
lyet only a recommendation, and just} 
wen the Order-in-Council will go in- 
|to effect is not known deffinitely, It 
may be any time, but almost certainiy 
will be before November tst 

Neither is it yet decided whether 
or no there will be a royalty on furs 
|just pass'ng through hte province 
| Manitoba does not charge in that case 
but what Alberta's decision is in the 
|matter nas not been made public as 
yot. 

Government Control of Furs. 

It was in 1907 that the Alberta gov- 
ernment made its first attempt to 
;oversee the fur situation, by adopting 
the present Game act, and providing 
| therein for returns by fur dealers. Thig 
resulted jn the compiling of an an- 
nual report, until 1912, when it was) 
discontinued, owing to the difficulty 
of obtaining an up-to-date list of 
dealers, 

Dealers and purchasers of fur-bear- 
ing animals were not required to ob- 
tuin @ licenwe, and hence it was diffi- 
cult to keep 4 correct list. 
| Now, however, by legislation passed 
jlast April, every dealer, resident fur 
\buyen and exporter in the province, 
|must secure a license and make 
}monthly reports to the government of 
all pelts bought and sold. 

Tt is too early to have these reports 
tabulated un to date, but in succeed- 
jing seasons there should be no dif- 
|ficulty, as there always has been in 
|the past, in securing correct intor- 
|mation upon the fur situation in the 
| province of Alberta.

But 
everything he does or says Is ac- 
claimed in his organs as a personal 
triumph, He goes from victory to 
victory. In the commons or in the 
councils of Burone, according to his 
{press he makes the sunghine and the 
rain. The stars in their courses fight 
forhim But let ue see—setting aside, 
or granting for the moment, his won- 
derful war work, hig undoubted bril- 
liancy, his charm and his mental alert- 
ness—let us see just— 

“On what meat doth this our Ceaser 

feed, 
That he is grown 60 great.” 
International Strategy. 


He has aptly said himself—"I do 
not know much about military strat- 


Aegy, but I pretend to know aomething 


of political strategy.” 

Let us take him at his word. Only 
substitute “international” for the 
word ‘military,’ and then iet us teet 
his wisdom (or his blunders) in 
world-politics— 

1, He refused to France (follow- 
ing Wilson and ‘high finance and the 
big bondholders) the only acientific 
frontier and barrier against future 
invasion. 

2, He estranged Italy—again to 
reconcile ‘the irreconcilable American 
and his new found half-Austrian pro- 
teges called Jugo-Slavia—and con- 
curred in the insults to Ltaly’s pleni- 


potentiaries. With the result ‘that 
that faithful country, Britannia’s 
friend, in order to get our coal per- 


haps, and to work with us today, is 
obliged to recall to power the most 
pro-German, and anti-French of all 
her statesmen; who kept her for two 
years out of the war, and says shame- 
lessly at Lucenre that he still regrets 
her coming to our assituncoe, 

3 Lloyd George was requested by 

| France mot to recognize the Lenine 
gang until, at least, they had ceased 
repudiation. He made his choice 
nevertheless between Millerand and 
Lenine, He recognized the thieves, !n- 
stead of and in spite of the faithful Al- 
lies. He refused to oppose the entry 
|of the German army— n its false pre- 
text of local rioting—into the Rhur 
Valley; so the French opposed it, and 
went forward into Germany without 
us and in ap'te of us. Then the Huns 
| promptly withdrew. And France was 
| justified once more. 
4. He refused Danzig, and Polish 
| freedom and security—a matter of life 
and death to Poland, and to France 
land to Europe, as ‘we now see—and 
all lest the Princeton professor of 
“open covenants” might be displeased, 
|/But displeased or not the professor 
|now hastily abandons him, and sides 
|with France, in order merely to widen 
if possible the rift in the lute, and so 
to catch some anti-British votes for 
this party in November. 

6. He has refused now. today—at 
the orders of his socialists and hie 
|Labor leaders—to protect that same 
martyred (Poland, enslaved for the 
past 150 years by those two nations of 
|prey on either frontier. So France, 
|chivalrous France, has to fill the 
|breach alone, after eaying courteously 
and sincerely “apres vous Alphonse.’ 
For he and hie pacificiste believed. and 
told us that Poland was lost; and told 
Poland that the Allies would mot in- 
lterfere. But France, not having given 
lhis a dictatoreh'p, interfered alone; 
despite our premier's word and widh; 
and with her supplies and with ‘her 
\fteet, and with her 600 French offi- 
cers under Weygand; and her military 
imission, her well laid plans and her 
h'gh morale. Well, W2 see the re- 
sult. She has saved herself again ‘by 
| her energy, and she has saved Europe 
l}once more by her example 


France and England and The London 
Bolshevism. 

“Por freedom's battie once begun, 
Bequeathed by bleeaing etre to son, 
Though baffled oft is ever won.” 

Now, “my country-——right or wrong” 

—is a dictum to be honored only when 
one’s country is at war. Then we must 
stand by her—"“right or wrong.” But 
in peace—ah!—-then we reserve the 
right to tell her government that we 


lexpect it to be right Her engage- 
}ments must ‘be kept and her word 
|honored—no matter whether that 
|promise ‘be expreas or implied. The 


foreign policy of a great empire ts 
lnever the plaything of labor-socialists, 
and must not depend, as a great par- 
liamentarian says—on improvisations, 
Nor on the lack mail and the ter- 
| roriam and the anti-patriot resolutions 
jof any self constituted socialist and 
|trades union aasembly, unrepresenta~- 
|tive of the great saving mass of the 
| British people, 

Happily for our talented improvisa- 


tor, he has always had, what the 
French call, “une bonne presse.” But 
that is not enough. And in order to 
|decide whether these recent unfor- 


tunate trial balloons of his have in- 
jured or enhanced our national pres- 
tige dn the oworld, we must read the 
opinions of other great friendly coun- 
|tries, as well as our own, 
jat al] the facts. 

| The fact is simply that onee more 
jhe has guessed wrong He has put

not do for his press to hedge now 
and acclaim all this asa Lioyd George 
victory, The truth is, that our gym- 
nastic and intellectual opportunist has 
gained nothing r ntly in the foreign

When ‘Marshal Foch wes summon-

This light French touch of delicate 
irony by which the great soldier could 
meet even a serious crisis, illustrates 
also the need of the hour between the 
two chief and friendly nations of the 
entente cordiale themselves. In the 
words of the distinguished marshal: 
“There is need of an interpreter.” 

The Cordial Entents or Insularity. 


One must have lived in Paris be- 
fore King Edward reigned, and have 
worked in his wake, with voice and 
pen, for that great raprochment, and 
have published for dt, and predicted 
it, and banquetted it and quaffed to 
it often, in London and in Paris; and 
sounded all the depths and shoals of 
foolish old French suspicion, and of 
insular arrogant British contempt, in 
order to fully appreciate the world- 
saving work that the wise king, and 
the alliance he created, have accom- 
plished. 

For we British also had that ¢ra- 
ditional repugnance to all continental 
entanglements, against which Wash- 
ington warned his countrymen more 
than a century ago; and which kept 
them, for the first three years of the 
war, absolutely and unworthily in the 
wrong. And we also had ‘been guidel 
in 1870 and in large part ever since, un- 
|til Edward's time by that Manchester, 
commercial echool, of little: England- 
ers. Labor—foolish labor—aiding 
1them, they would still have us insular 
jin our sympathies as the British Is- 
lands in their situation. They really be- 
lieve that the best way to manage 
an empire is to start from ‘the prin- 
ciple that you have no interest in the 
keeping it. They have often told us 
that we had no interest in the con- 
tinental balance of power. They are 
repeating that today. That we should 
abandon all pretence to restrain all 
the wicked, to 
and to protect the weak, That our 
role ehould ‘be merely neutral and 
educational; and that we should 
rather be content to make money out 
of wars; and then rest and be thank- 
ful and let the world drift; that ‘we 
should enjoy our leisure and our trade 
and our sport and jet others look out 
for themselves. 

But happily, in the great crisis of 
1914, after @ brief struggle against 
honor and against interest; and after 
some memorable defections, we fol- 
lowed the lead of our French partner. 
We took the course of courage, For 
all history or the: experience of the 
world, teaches us that international 
relations will not permit of such 
“splendiq isolation” today; unless we 
wish to sink to the dead level of 
China, or to die of wealth and ennuni 
like the bees in Mandeville's fable. 


Defensive Militarism or Dollar-Chas- 
ing Pacifism. 


Let President Wilson com- 
plain fooliehly that “France is mili- 
tarietic.” But when she calls for gen- 
eral disarmament we know the source 
of thet cry. It is that the greatest 
crimina'!s of Eurpoe are merely call- 
ing for the abolition of the police. No. 
The French army of occupation is not 
a danger. It is simply a precaution. 
Germany has but to pay, and to carry 
out the treaty, and the troops shall 
get the order—Right about! Quick 
march!” 

We are all for peace; al] for dis- 
armament, of course. Eepecially in 
regard to those armies for which ‘we 
have to pay taxes. 
| But there's the rub. You mn only 


put up your gun when the bandit, 
who is temporarily at your mercy, has 


handed over his, ° 
There is only one ‘way to disarm a 
|}dangerous, predatory, ‘hosiile and 


criminal nation, and to keep it dis- 
armed, and that is by compulsion. In 
|plain words by retaining the power 
ana the armament yourself. He has 
j been disarmed by the use of force; he 
can be kept disarmed by the eight of 
jforce, And there 
for keeping the draw upon him. 
that there is no other way of collect- 
ing your debts) The insolence of Herr

and force alone will prevent repudia- 
tion and dishonor of the promissory 
German motes. 

Mercantile Empires, 

No Force must rest somewhere. 
It is the ultima ratio of kings, mer- 
/cantile empires, such as ours, or such 
as our utopian pacificsts dream of 
cannot exist in a jealous world un- 
less they have eomewhere great naval 
powers on hand, and great military 
force, at least within close call. This 
‘nich empire of oure was not created 
as the Germans have said, by maraud- 
ing force and fraud, Nor quite cor- 
rectly speaking, in an absence of mind. 


And still less by trades union paci- 
| fism, unpreparedness, hesitation or 
|weak and timid compromise. It was 


‘created by loyalty, and even by quick 
loffensive action—such as that which 
|has distinguished the 
jin Poland; which has honored them 
lalone bby its success, and would still 
jhave honored them, and have dis- 
graced only ourselves, if it had failed. 
The Nelson Touch, 

That action was the Chatham touch, 
That was the touch of Clive. That 
was the Nelson touch, Our conspicu- 
ous, modern, military unpreparedness, 
was the unseen Cause of the late war. 
The French know it. And Europe too, 
to its cost. No. We must be ready 
for war and for all its consequences, 
and then we shall have gweace. We 
cannot be exclusive, Nor ipurely self- 
ish in our policy. That is not our role. 
We muet etill stand forth in history by 
the side of France as liberators, as we 
did of late years, throwing first our 
\influence, and then our purse and at 
jlast the sword as France did here, 
into the scale of peoples etruggling 
against oppression and of ‘weak na- 
tions striving to be free For have 
| We not always in our history eAcour- 
laged the despondent, and subsidized 
the destitute, 
inapired the humble with dignity and 
jthe enslaved with hope. 


And if our overseas emmire has 
fallen to us largely in wars like this 
jone, M fs yet only attached iby the 
silken cords of sentiment and grati- 
tude, and mutual interest. We have 
it and we must hold it. We hold it 


|not for the purpose of being formid- 
able but for the necessity of heing 
| free, For it is thus that the Brit'sh 
| Empire, and the French, have become 
the models of popular and perso™m!) 
| liberty, as firm as the earth and‘wide 
as the sea, 

Where the French Are Right and We 

Are Wrong, 

But the French understand Evro- 
pean international politics to perfec- 
| tion They know their Teuton and 
they know their Slav. 
they remain en garde! And they are 
not going to disarm, nor demobilize 
jthe most efficient land army in the 
world today, any more than ‘we are 
about to scrap the grand fleet; no mat- 
jter how many dishonorable signatures 
Fehrenbach and Lenine may attach 
{to ther worthless ‘scraps of aper.”’ |

France ie fighting ther old 
enemy today on the plains of Poland 
with 600 of her very best officers on 
active service there, and with French 
guns and French tactics and French 
strategy—opposing German plans and 
German officers in Trotsky’e army 
and in Lenine's employ. And 60 these 
perfidious marauders naturally clamor 
for Brit'sh recognition, And 
still, would have got #, too, if their 
anti-Freneh, pro-German raid on 
Warsaw had not failed. 

For where would loland the buffer 
and the barrier have been today but 
for the intervention of France alone? 
And where would Red revolution tbe 
today if France had heeded the labor 
bluff and followed the lead of Lioyd 
George? As well ask where would 
Europe and olviization be today but 
for France; and for ourselves, fol- 
lowing her iead in 1914? 

There ts Only an Armed Peace, 

No. This “Versailles pro-German 
instrument solemnly imposed on 
France and on Europe by high i- 
nance, amd by Anglo-American ama- 
teur influence, is not a peace, For in 
spits of all the German pretence of 
resistance to it, and of German ec- 
quiescence in it, and of German false 
promises, these brutal facts remain: 

That not one gold mark of war in- 
demnity has yet been paid; mor one 
penny to restore and repair the mali- 


}cous destruction of peaceful, patient 


and devastated France; nor one crim- 
inal punished, nor one murderer ar- 
raigned, nor one insolent assassin 
And that as to 
the question and pretense of disarma- 
ment—why, at the bugle call of Lu- 
dendorg tomorrow morning, two mil- 
lion of arrogant young men, well- 
trained men, fully equipped and 
skilled in war, would spring from the 
ground armed to the teeth, and march 
again like one man on the great ad- 
venture, singing ‘‘Deutchland! Deutch- 
land! uber alles.” And what would 
be required for that and call for that 
response, Merely this; to point out to 
them that hateful Poland thad been 
crushed, and that France was aban- 
doned of her Allied friends; that 
Parig was still there waiting to be pil- 
jlaged; that these labor-—delegates 
from London and their brother Bol- 
sheviki from Moscow, and all their 
anti-militaristic pacificst accomplices 
in other lands were in the saddle; and 
following the lead of Lenine, That 
England ‘‘perfidious Albion,” had de- 
generated to deserve the name; that 
she had deserted the grand alNance; 
and had reverted to her selfish role as 
a “nation of shopkeepers.” 

In conclusion there are some things

To emphasize that loyal French 
spirit of genuine admiration for. our 
character and our country—al! so dif- 
ferent absolutely from their own; 
with our sturdy virtues charitably ex- 
lagxerated, and with all our imperfec- 
Itions amiably overlooked—Let me 
close this study bby citing the proof 
of a high example. It is from the 
poetic pen, I might say, of the most 
celebrated (Frenchman of the last hun- 
dred years.

Canon Scott Says Annulling of 
Marriages is Merely Easy 
Way of Getting Divorce 


| QUPBEC, Sept. 10.—(By Canadian 
Presas)—-The decisions of judges in the 
inferior courts of Quebec annulling 
the marriages of Catholics and non- 
Catholics performed ‘by Protestant 
ministers ‘were becoming nothing less 
than a scandal, stated Canon Scott, 
in the course of a statement he made 
today relative to the annulment of 
Justice Bruneau of Montreal of the 
marriage of Bernard J. Dahlmann and 
Gertrude Tdella Barbeau, performed 
by him on September 21st, 1914, The 
Canon said the supreme court of Can- 
ada decided that such marriages were 
legal and he hoped that in the pub- 
lfc interests steps would ibe taken to 
put an end to these decisions of 
judges of inferior courts which enah- 
led people by consent to secure the 
nullification of the sacred obligations 
of marriage and bring unhappiness 
and the sting of illegitimacy upon 
innocent little children, It ‘was be- 
coming nothing less than an easy ‘way 
of obtaining a divoree, ‘he said.

Ministey Replies to Criticisms on 
Propaganda to Offset ‘Re- 
volutionary Literature 


OTTAWA, Sept. 19.—(RBy Canadian 
Press).—Some criticism by certain 
newspapers of the action of the depart- 
ment of labor in issuing @ pamphlet 
containing information respecting the 
Russian soviet system and its propa- 
gation in North America was com- 
mented upon today by Hon. G. D. 
Robertson, minigter of labor, in con- 
versation with a representative of the 
Canadian Press: 

“We expected some criticism,” said 
the minister, “and we do not object 
to reasonable criticism, but we must 
take exception to statements that are 
not fn accord with the facts.” 

The motive behind the issuance of 
the panrphlet, the minister explained, 
was to meet criticisms which had been 
appearing in the press for months to 
the effect that the government should 
do something by way of counter-pro- 
paganda to offset the harm being done 
by the radical and revolutionary liter- 
ature being distributed thsoughout 
the country. . 

Some Justification for Oriticism 

“We felt,” he said, ‘that there was 
probably some justification for this 
criticism, and in consequence the 
pamphlet was prepared.” 

Mr. Rovertson took exception to the 
{dea propagated in some criticism that 
the department's purpose in issuing 
the publication was to supplement 
statements made by the prime minister 
in the speech made by him at Sterling 
Ont., August lith. The pamphiet, he 
declared, had been prepared weeks 
before the prime minister’s speech was 
delivered, 

Anothr unfair criticism, the minis- 
ter snid, was that the Labor Gazette 
was being used for propaganda pur- 
poses. This was entirely unture, he 
stated, and .the pamphlet in question 
was not printed in the Gazette or is- 
sued as a supplement to the publica- 
tion. ¢ 

Movement Invades Quehec 

The minister observed that the lit- 
erature favorable to the soviet system 
was first circulated in the western pro- 
vinces, during 1918 and 1919. The 
movement came eastward to Ontario 
ahd to some extent invaded Quebec 
province. As proof that there is con- 
siderable activity along these iines 
in Quebec at the present time, the 
minister produced a copy of the de- 
claration of principles of the Quebec 
Independent Socialist party. The

For ove thing, it was agreed that 
any cost of securing these outstand- 
ing lots, or of any expropriation pro- 
ceedings, should be borne by the com- 
pany.

!Editor, The Bulletin: 
Sir:—-In your issue of today {I see 
a@ report of a meeting of the Edmon- 
ton Presbytery, at which a resolution 
relating to the coming vote on Oc- 
tober 25th was passed. In the reso- 
lution there appears the following: 
“that we put on record our apprecia-

tenth of that which obtained the 
days of license.” 

At the outset of this letter IT would 
like to state thet I am the proprietor 
of premises which during the days 
of licensee was a licensed hotel. I am 
not seeking to plead for the re-estab- 
lishinent of the licensing condition of 
previous days. ‘I have lost consider- 
able money through the advent of pro- 
hfbition, not because I myself have 
sold any liquor, but because having 
leased my hotel to those who were en- 
gaged in the hotel businesg they \be- 
lieved rightly or wrongly, that a hotel 


in 


could not run without a license, and | 


left me in arrears of lease. T wish 
to state that in no way ain I desirous 
to bring about a state in which the 
legitimate hotel business is to be again 
subjected to a form of competition | 
depending on a subsidy in the form | 
of a ‘bar room license. That is my 
attitude. But ¢hat being so, I believe 
that it is my right to take @ stand on 
behalf of truth and ‘human liberty, 

I am anxious to know from what 
sources the reverend gentlemen de- 
rived their infonmation that only a 
“tenth” of the Hquor consumed in Il- 
cense days is consumed today. In the 
days of license we possessed little or 
no etatistics as to what was consum- 
ed, and today twe possess much less. 
As one who suffers under suepicion 
for the acts of others over whom we | 
have mo control who introduce liquor 
into our hotels without our knowledge 
or consent, and ‘who know the extent |
